will be one to Nunivak Island in the 
Bering Sea, which will be undertaken 
by George Haley, professor of biology 
in St. Ignatius College, and G. C. Har- 
rold, collector and taxidermist of 
Winnipeg. They will study particu- 
larly birds and mollusks. 

The islands along the coast of Call- 
fornia, including Catalina, Santa

PAUL REVERE NOW 
LAUDED, AS ARTIST 


It would scarcely be fair to take 
credit from Paul Revere for his sto- 
ried dash “through every Middle- 
sex village and farm” on the night 
of April 18, 1775. Yet it is unques- 
tionably true that he was much more 
expert as a copper engraver and a sil- 
versmith than at cross-country eques- 
trianism. Leaving Longtellow's verses 
out of the question for the moment 
we find Revere—or Rivoire, as his 
Huguenot fathers were known—as a

producing a work of no little merit. 
Perhaps even more imporatnt than his 
engravings was his work as a smith. 
Some of the best examples of late 
Colonial silver bear his signature.

TRAINING CAMPS 

Next month 1300 young westerners be- 
tween 17 and 24 years of age will each 
pack up four su'ts of underwear a couple 
of bath towels, a safety razor and a few 
other sundries and entrain for Del Monte 
as special charges of the United States 
government while the Citizen’s Military 
Training Camp is conducted there. These 
youths represent only a fraction of the 
number attending similar camps through- 
out the country, conducted by the govern- 
ment under the National Defense Act of 
1920. Whether they realize it or not, they 
probably are privileged to participate in 

a most extensive course of citizenship. 
For the sake of discipline these citizen's 
training camps are conducted on a military. 
basis, but they are not essentially military. 
They are under the supervision of officers 
of the Regular Army, who for the thirty- 
day duration of the training endeavor to 
instill in the minds of their youthful sub- 
jects the value of obedience, patriotism 
and respect for law and order. The youth 
is taught that only through learning to 

obey can he ever aope to lead. 
The government pays all expenses, in- 
cluding transportation: Practically every 
phase of a young American's every-day life 
is figured in the schedule of these camps 
with provision made for all manner of 
wholesome sports and social activities. It 
is pointed out that it is not the purpose of 
the government to devslop professional sol- 
diers, but to instruct American youth in 
the fundamentals upon which the nation 
is founded. A youth may enter with a 
wrong perspective as to his advantages 
and responsibilities as a citi:en and have 
this altered when he comes away. He is 
fed the best food obtainable and taught 


through cxercises and military training to 


appreciate that which tends toward physi- 
cal well-beit.g. He receives as complete a 
moral ar physical renovation as possible 
within a tbirty-day per‘od. 

Those inclined to criticise the camps be- 
cause of pacifist views will oardly fail to 
acknowledg. the vast good they are ac- 
complishing in building American citizens 
of a most admirable tyre. A strict moral 
and physica standard is adhered to in re- 
gard to entrants, and the youth who finds 
himself among those sclected for such a 
camp may well feel proud of the privilege 
and should take the fullest advantage of 
every opportunity offered him.

Stories of children who have been 
reared by wolves have found a place in 
literature and folk lore since the founding 
of Rome. India is the latest country where 
such a phenomenon is supposed to have 
occurred.

The tuman being, unlike 
other animals, does not inherit a series 
of instincts that enable him to repeat the 
actions and lives of his ferebears.

Ac- 
cording to the writer, “The human infant 
is, then, the embodiment of two qualities— 
it is at once pitiably dependent and amaz- 
ingly. receptive. Not one human attribute 
is instinctive.” If wise instruction and ex- 
ample are withdrawn during infancy and 
childhood the unfortunate creature will 
grow up with less intelligence than the 
most hopcless of imbeciles.

One in four immigrants to the 
United States settles in New York 
State. Most of them come through 
the New York port, and natura 
look for occupations and homes near- 
est the landing point. But the to- 
tal of those who took residence in 
New York last year from abroad was 
insignificant as compared with pre- 
war immigration. Texas gets a good 
many foreigners, but, according to 
government data, these largely come 
from Mexico. In the eight months 
ending with February, immigration 
statistics indicate that 216,000 aliens 
were admitted to the United States. 


Sixteen of every 100 of these were 


under 16 years of age, and about 
nine out of every 100 were 45 years 
aid or older.
